The annual meeting of the Wetas-

accepted unanimously by the conven- 


tion. The financial report being 
adopted with an amendment, ways 
and .means were discussed to wipe 
out the deficit of the Association. A 
motion that the secretary send out 
a statement regarding this deficit, 
asking all locals to co-operate to wipe 
out this outstanding debt, was car- 
ried unanimously. Further discussion 
on the financial report revealed the 
fact that, although the Federal Po- 
litical Association had a political mem- 
bership “fee ‘of °50c. per member, ‘the 
Provinelal Association had none what- 
ever.

A WONDERFUL MACHINE 


Music was transformed into a rib- 
bon of Hght and made to write its 
soul characteristis on a cloth screen 
at Steinway Hall, New York. 

When low, pure tones were sound- 
ed the strip rippled smoothly \ike 
wave motion travelling along a rope, 
but when harsh, discordant sounds 
were made, the shining line writhed 
and contorted: like an agitated snake. 
For all graduating of harmony the 
line showed distinctive waves, differ- 
ent for each sound, even down to dis- 
crepancies in’ tone too fine for the 
ear. 

The instrument is a development 
of the Osiso, which has been’ used 
for some time to photograph voice 
and music characteristics. The new 
device substitutes a moving picture 
for a “still.” It is a mirror, vibrat- 
{ing under control of an electrical 
current from a microphone that 
picks up the sounds to be pictured. 
This mirror reflects a beam of 
light through . revolving mirrors. It 
was developed by William Baird 
White, acoustic engineer of the 
American Steel & Wire Co., and C. 
Anderson, engineer of the Westing- 
house Electric & Engineering Co. 

Music students are given a pat- 
tern of a perfect sound and attempt 
to reproduce it in the light. 

“It seems certain,’ said Mr. White, 
“that improvement can be attained 
in this way, but it also seems certain 
that no amount of effort will trans- 
form a good clerk into a great artist, 
for one of the things demonstrated is 
that each artist produces patterns as 
individual as his signature, and al- 
though others may be able to imi- 
tate these patterns fairly well, ap- 
parently no one else can reproduce 
them exactly.”

THE BOTTLE OF MEDICINE 


A distinguished English physician 
has told us that Health is found in a 
way of life rather than in a bottle of 
medicine. In supporting this state- 
ment, there is no reflection cast upon 
the value of medicine. There are a 
few drugs which we might say are 
worth their welght in gold because 
of their value in the treatment of cer- 
tain diseases. Their value depends, 
however, upon their proper use. They 
must be taken at certain times and in 
quantities suitable to each case. 

The evil that exists and the evil 
from which a great deal of actual 


harm results is the taking of medi- 


cine, self-ordered, with the idea that 
the bottle of medicine will cure -dis- 
ease, when ‘what is required is «a 
change of life. If the diet is faulty, if 
there is insufficient exercise taken, if 
the body or mind requires rest, these 
needs, without which the sufferer 
feels a lack of health, are not to be 
overcome by his taking one or more 
bottles of medicine. 

The fundamental problem of health 
is to secure the proper nutrition of the 
body. This means that the following 
must receive attention—food, fresh 
air and sunlight, exercise and rest, 
and cleanliness. No one of these can 
be neglected if the health of the body 
is to be maintained. It is practically 
useless to think of one without the 
other. Neglect of any one of them im- 
pairs the health of the person who 
is careless. Neglect in such cases 
means abuse, and while it is true that 
the human body will stand consider- 
able strain, it will not permit of abuse. 
Neglect of one or more of the laws of 
health means lack of bodily harmony, 
or disease of the body. Health or har- 
mony cannot be restored by taking a 
bottle of medicine, when it is the 
manner of living which needs to be 
corrected. Prevention lies in the re- 
moval of the cause, which, in such 
cases, is neglect of the body needs.

struck the coast of Burin Peninsula 
after the earthquake last Monday, 
spurred relief workers today in their 
efforts to reach the ‘stricken fishing 
villages.

Music was transformed into a rib- 
bon of light and made to write its 
soul characteristis on a cloth screen 
at Steinway Hall, New York. 

When low, pure tones were sound- 
ed the strip rippled smoothly like 
wave motion travelling along a rope, 
but when harsh, discordant sounds 
were made, the shining line writhed 
and contorted: like an agitated snake. 
For all graduating of harmony the 
line showed distinctive waves, differ- 
ent for each sound, even down to dis- 
crepancies in’ tone too fine for the 
ear. 

The instrument is a development 
of the Osiso, which has been used 
for some time to photograph voice 
and music characteristics. The new 
device substitutes a moving picture 
for a “still.” It is a mirror, vibrat- 
ing under control of an electrical 
current from a microphone that 
picks up the sounds to be pictured. 
This mirror reflects a beam of 
light through .revolving mirrors. It 
was developed by William Baird 
White, acoustic engineer of the 
American Steel & Wire Co., and C. 
Anderson, engineer of the Westing- 
house Electric & Engineering Co. 

Music students are given a pat- 
tern of a perfect sound and attempt 
to reproduce it in the light. 

“It seems certain,” said Mr. White, 
“that improvement can be attained 
in this way, but it also seems certain 
that no amount of effort will trans- 
form a good clerk into a great artist, 
for one of the things demonstrated is 
that each artist produces patterns as 
individual as his signature, and al- 
though others may be able to imi- 
tate these patterns fairly well, ap- 
parently no one else can reproduce 
them exactly.”

; NEW SCHOOL ACT OF 
GOV’T ATTACKED AT 
MUNICIPAL SESSION 


Edmonton, Nov. 23. — Amid scenes 
of excitemént and with cheers and 
counter-cheers, the twenty-first con- 
vention of the Alberta Association of 
Municipal Districts closed its three 
day sessions Friday afternoon at the 
Memorial Hall, by passing, on a stand- 
ing vote of 92-63, a resolution de- 
claring that with better supervision of 
rural schools, the proposed new school 
act of Hon. P. BE. Baker is “unneces- 
sary and unworkable in its nature.” 


Mr. Baker appeared before the con- 
vention and again outlined the prin- 
cipal proposals of his bill, stressing 
points where he _ considered that 
there had been misunderstanding. 
He particularly insisted that the 
change from the 3,000 or more sep- 
arate units of rural schocls, to a 
grouping of 20 districts of 150 rural 
schools in each did not in any way 
take away from the control of their 
rural schools by the ratepayers. 


It was on this rock that approval 
of the bill split when, in the pres- 
ence of Mr. Baker, and after’ the 
warmest debate of the convention, 
the “parliament of municipalities” 
passed a resolution of Vimy Municl- 
pal District No. 337, declaring the 
proposed bill to be impracticable. 

From the opening of the debate on 
the resolution feeling ran high. 

There were’ arguments against the 
equilization of the school mill rate 
proposed in the bill; against the los- 
ing of control over the teacher by 
the local board; against the cost of 
the scheme; against its working dif- 
ficulties when put into operation; 
but most of the opposition centred 
on the danger of losing control by 
the local authority. 

One delegate said that Mr. Baker 
hoped to get the towns and villages 
within the scope of the act, and he 
pointed out that in such a case, con- 
trol of rural schools by rural people 
would go by the board. 

Question after question was shot at 
the minister, who answered the bar- 
rage with equanimity. 

The resolution read as follows: 

“Whereas the progress of education 
in Alberta is quite normal and quite 
on a par with progress in other lines, 
therefore be it resolved that, in addi- 
tion with the present, more and better 
supervision is all that we need, and 
the Baker act is unnecessary and un- 
workable in its nature.” 

Calgary was chosen as the place 
of the 1930 convention. 

The meeting passed a vote of 
approval of the work of its execu- 
tive, in connection with the secur- 
ing of a promise from the federal 
government to pay taxes on soldiers’

Vivid Description Battle of Jutland 


Mr, Bric Alloweldt of DBrightviow, 
who took part In the Battle of Jutland 
in the reat War gave an account of 
his exporiences, Ho wis an officer in 
the Gormen Navy. The address was 
apprectated by the Kiwanis Club, It 
being the first of its Kind that they 
have had the privilege of stenting to. 
The address is as follows: 

“1 thank you very much for your 
kind invitation. 1 gladly will tell you 
my own experiences in the battle of 
Soagevak as we call it, or the Battle 
of Jutland as you call it, but before I 
begin I beg your pardon for my mis- 
takes by using the English language. I 
am here in Canada only for about two 
years, and I have not inuch opportun- 
ity to perfect my knowledge of a good 
English pronunciation, nevertheless I 


will try to give you a picture as good 


as I can, from that fateful day, the 
last day of May, 1916, when near the 


coast of Jutland the world’s two great-. 


est naval forces were engaged in a 
titanic struggle — the first and last

MUNICIPAL HOSPITAL AT 
BASSANO HAS BIG SURPLUS 


(By Edna Kells) 

Unique in a sense that under no 
circumstance is it likely to have fin- 
ancial anxiety, is the Muicipal hos- 
pital at Bassano. The reason for this 
happy state of affairs is the fact that 
;much of the land in the Bassano hos- 
pital district is owned by the’ Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, and that cor- 
poration always pays its taxes, and 
‘promptly! No matter what comes or 
goes, that income is certain, and the 
hospital has a surplus of $84,000, in- 
cluding of course, some uncollected 
debts. N 

The Bassano hospital is a natural 
development with the development of 
the country, says Mr. H. O. Bredin, 
mayor of the town and chairman of 
the hospital board. Before Bassano 
had a hospital — and the Municipal 
hospital is not the first—there was a 
need. IMustrating this Mr. Bredin told 
of a young man who had been injured 
on his ranch about 1909. The ranch 
was twenty-five miles from Bassano. 
The injured man was given such first 
aid as was possible with limited facil- 
ities, and brought to Bassano on a 
sleigh, with the temperature around 


40 degrees below zero. From Bassano. 


_he was taken to Calgary. His suf: 
' tering was terrible, and had the hos- 
pital been in Bassano, he would have 
been saved eight or ten hours of this.

WINTER MANAGEMENT 
OF THE DAIRY HERD 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

While a good milking strain is the 
primary factor in winter milk produc- 
tion,, , suitable feeds and feeding 
methods are almost all important. In 
fact, the greatest results cannot be 
attained from the dairy herd unless 
the good breeding is backed up by 
good feeding. Also, unless a liberal 
supply of good roughage and a suit- 
able grain mixture is provided, it is 
useless to expect winter dairying to 
prove: profitable. 

Dairymen have long appreciated 
the value for milk of the succulent 
pasture grasses which are so abund- 
ant in the spring and early summer. 
To obtain .succulence in the winter, or 
when pasture is not available, crops 
are made into silage. Silage is one of 
pasture’s best substitutes. 

Roots, such as mangels or turnips 
are also of value as a feed for dairy 
cattle during the winter months as 
they are very palatable and add con- 
siderable succulency to the ration. A

Legume hays 
are high in crude protein and lime 
and are therefore of great importance 
in reducing the amount of expensive 
needed to 
provide a properly balanced ration for

protein-rich concentrates 


the dairy cow. When an abundance 
of alfalfa or sweet clover hay of good 
quality and silage from oats, corn or 
sunflowers is supplied, it is not nec- 
essary to purchase such feeds as bran 
and oil cake for ordinary producing 
cows. The addition of a small quan- 
tity of a concentrate rich in protein, 
like grain or oil cake mecl, makes a 
ration adapted to heaviest producers 
of milk. By feeding good legume hay 
meal ration considerably. Legume 
the dairyman is able to reduce his 
hey, silage and a small quantity of 
ground oats make a very good dairy 
ration. 

At the Dominion Experimental 

Station, Lacombe, the roughage fed 
to the dairy cattle during the winter 
months consists for the most part of 
oat, corn and sunflower silages, alfalfa 
and sweet clover hay and oat green 
feed. Occasionally, roots and western 
Tye grass.:hay are supplemented to 
give a little. more variety to the ra- 
tion. Salt is: fed regularly and fresh 
water is available in bowls at all 
times. An, average of 15 pounds of 
hay, 45 pounds of ensilage and 10 
pounds of roots, when available, are 
fed each cow. per day and she is given 
one: pound uot, meal for~each 3% 
pounds. of milk produced. The meal 
mixture fed, the heavy producing 
Record of Performance cows consists 
of 400 pounds oat chop, 200 pounds 
bran and 150 pounds ofl cake meal. 
- The best results cannot be obtained 
without paying heed to t he fact that 
kindness and comfort are matters of 
eeepc eee the dairy barn. The cow 
which is nervous and discontented 
does not make the best responses to 
feed and care. While in the barn the 
cow should have her stall as comfort- 
aple as it is possible to make it. 
Keep plenty of good clean straw un- 
der her. 

Sunlight and fresh air play an im- 
portant part. Well ventilated stables 
that provide pure, fresh air and that 
are comfortably warm are equally as 
important to insure dairy profits as 
are feed and care.
